serve virtu ally any person who enters his es­ 
tab lishm ent. 
There can b e no qu estion ab ou t it: a 
great and cherished lib erty wou ld b e stripped 
aw ay from private enterprise and from pri­ 
vate individu als if su ch legislation w' e r e 
adopted. 
This is indeed a sad and frightening di­ 
lem m a that the nation faces. 
As Associate 
Ju stice John M. Harlan of the U.S. Su prem e 
Cou rt noted in a recent decision on racial 
discrim ination, it is a clash b etween “ equ ality 
and lib erty .’’ 
Can equ ality of all citizens b e achieved 
only

m any ? In view of past experience, the an­ 
sw er m u st b e a relu ctant “ y es.” This seem s 
to b e the conclu sion reached b y m any in 
the Kennedy adm inistration, if not b y the 
P resident himself.

In his one-man dissent in the recent 
Cou rt ru ling on Sou thern sit-in arrests, Ju s­ 
tice H arlan wrote: 
“ Freedom of the individu al to choose his 
associates or his neighb ors, to u se and dis­ 
pose of his property as he sees fit, to b e 
irrational, arb itrary , capriciou s, even u nju st 
in his personal relations are things all en­ 
titled to a large m easu re of protection from 
governm ental interference. 
“This lib erty wou ld b e overridden in the 
nam e of equ ality if the strictu res of the 
(14th) Am endm ent were applied to govern­ 
m ental and private action withou t distinction 
. . . There are areas of private rights u pon 
which federal power shou ld not lay a heavy 
hand.’’ 
The precepts of the entire nation are ex­ 
pressed in these words. Bu t can this degree 
of lib erty b e retained at the expense of 
equ ality ? 
There can b e no ignoring the consequ enc­ 
es of continu ed denial of equ ality for the 
Negro citizens of the United States. The N e­ 
gro has ab andoned his long y ears of accept­ 
ance of an u nequ al position in national life. 
He is determ ined to attain equ ality even if 
he m u st fight for it and even if he m u st 
sm ear the im age of this nation in the ey es 
of the world. 
And can he really b e b lam ed for it?

In Chicago, 1,700 Negroes gathered to pro­ 
test a cem etery ’s refu sal to 
crem ate the b ody of a Negro 
wom an.

In 
North Carolina alone, there 
w ere 6 m ajor or minor dem on­ 
strations. This is the context 
m which the grim tale ol tlie 
Jackson, Miss., school-childrcn 
m u st b e read. 
It is disgu stm g. not to say 
m acab re, that Am erican citizens shou ld b e 
driven to u se the device o! m ass protest, over 
a hu ndred y ears since the Civil W ar lx*gan, 
for the sole pu rpose of secu ring equ al trea t­ 
m ent with their fellows. When y ou think of 
that Chicago’s cem etery ’s refu sing to crem ate 
a dead woman b ecau se of the color of her skin, 
y ou ask y ou rself whether the Christian tradi- 
f jn has not somehow' lost its su b stance. 
M eanwhile, however, the practical tact 
m u st also b e faced that the cou ntry is con­ 
fronted with a new phenomenon. The long 
passivity and the su b sequ ent sporadic anger 
of the Negro people have now b een transm u ted 
into a new m ass feeling. .\tty Gen. Rob ert 
Kennedy , who knows m ore ab ou t the m atter 
than any one else, expects the m ass protest

Bu t if the m ass protests increase from 30 
or 40 a week, to 60 or 80 a week, it is impossib le 
to su ppose that the lu ck will hold.

else will happen, and b lood will b e shed.

'I'hese res{x>nses show the need for posi­ 
tive legislation desegregating pu b lic facili­ 
ties—legislation which will serve as a shel­ 
ter, so to say , b ehind which those who wish 
to desegragate b u t dare not can go forw ard 
safely . Federal legislation is also needed to 
ju stify federal intervention. 
Tnese facts, plu s the rise of the m ass 
protest m ovem ent, have led to the decision 
to ask for a law desegregating pu b lic fa­ 
cilities in all b u siness and institu tions which 
come u nder the com m erce clau se of the Con­ 
stitu tion, b y selling goods in interstate com ­ 
m erce or otherwise. 
The b ill will certainly impede the rest 
of the adm inistration’s legislative program . 
It will not pass, either, withou t active Repu b ­ 
lican su p|K)rt, which may not b e forthcom ­ 
ing b ecau se of the rising {xiwer of the Gold- 
w ater Repu b lican wing. Bu t the time is get­ 
ting very late: and the hou r when {wlitics

inform ed ab ou t what was 
happening on tax and appropriation m at­ 
ters. This was b ecau se of the conflict b e­ 
tw een the two hou ses, the rapid changes in 
b ills and b ehind-the-scenes m aneu vering to 
get legislation that wou ld b e satisfactory to 
variou s factions in the Assemb ly and to the 
governor.” 
The grass alway s looks greener on the 
other side of the fence and the editor m u st 
have tu rned his ey es to N eb raska to come 
to this conclu sion:

Dr. 
Robert 
Stephenson, 
chief of the Missouri River 
Basin Project of the Smith­ 
sonian institution, and his 
staff have begun moving of­ 
fice equipment, archaeologi­ 
cal specimens and bundles 
of research material from 
the former, 3-level location 
at 1517 0 to 1835 P. 
The Institution’s new lo­ 
cation provides double the 
space available at the old 
location. 
Stephenson 
said 
the new building was sought 
after a March storm tore 
the roof off the 0 Street 
structure. 
“ The tedious job of mov­ 
ing has become a repeated 
necessity. We simply keep 
outgrowing 
the 
available 
spa ce,” Stephenson said. 
He pointed out that about 
two million artifacts have 
been catalogued since the 
Institution was founded in 
Lincoln 17 years ago. The 
staff has tripled. 
The Institution, the only 
branch office of the Smith­ 
sonian Institution of Wash­ 
ington, 
D.C., 
was 
first 
housed in a one-room base­ 
ment office in Love Library 
on the University of Ne­ 
braska campus. 
“ Due to rapid growth we 
moved to Burnett Hall and 
shared the ea st half of the 
basement with the anthro- 
p 0 1 0 g y department. We 
moved into the O Street 
building in 19 51,” Stephen­ 
son recalled. 
“ Our job is to salvage as 
much remains as possible,” 
Stephenson 
continued. 
He 
emphasized that the growth

Writini an outdoor column is more than just writing 
about hunting and fishing. 
At the first count made, there are over 40 outdoor 
activities ii which folks derive fun and pleasure in. 
A few weeks ago I was ushered into a new and 
fascinating world of star gazing. 
No. It’s not as funny, or nutty, as it may seem at 
first glance 
And it’s darn interesting! 
When G is Swanson swung his telescope at the far 
flung jewels glittering the velvet dark sky towards us, 
he opened a new vista of outdoor adventure to us. 
A couple of weeks ago a constellation named Hevelius 
filled an otlerwise unidentified part of the sky. 


H u nting Dogs 
To find the Hunting Dogs (Canes Venatici) Gus told 
us to look at the region of the sky, at 9 p.m., that is 
slightly north of the overhead point or zenith. 
These, he said, are supposed to be the dogs of 
Bootes, the Bear Driver, who is east of the dogs. 
Most of the stars in this constellation were dim as 
we fiddled with the focusing knob. 
There was one exception, .\lpha, which is 2.5 mag­ 
nitude. 
.\lpha is also known by the name of Cor Caroli, 
meaning the Heart of Charles. 
The great astronomer Edmund Hailey gave this name 
in honor of King Charles II. 


T o r iu w lo o f S u n s 


In the head of the northern dog is the great Whirl­ 
pool Nebula discovered by Lord Rosse. 
It has been called “ A Tornado of Suns.” 
.Although we didn’t spot this last one, it can be seen 
with large telescopes. 
The northern dog is called Asterion, and the other 
is Chara. 
Since the constellations are not too big, there are 
mythological yarns concerning them. 


W a tc h f o r E c lip s e 
There will be a total eclipse of the sun J uly 20, visible 
in parts of North America. 
It will cross Canada from .Alaska to Maine and might 
be one of your main attractions during your vacation 
trip. 
The only other total eclipse visible from this continent 
in this century will cross central Mexico and Florida in 
March 19 70. 
L e s s o n o f A [ip r e c ia lio ii 
Learning about the stars, constellations, sun and moon 
can be exciting. 
The galaxy of heavenly bodies arc a mystery to me, 
but to many they afford many pleasant and happy 
hours of pleasant relaxation. 
.All you need is an inexpensive telescope and a camp 
stool, a clear night and you’re in business. 
The lesson we got made us appreciate the wonders 
of the far-flung Galaxies. You might, too. 


London (iPt — The gam­ 
bler’s dream came true at 
last—the result of a horse 
race became known 3 min­ 
utes before starting time.

A doctor said Cunningham

The White Sox won the 
gam e-defeating Los Angeles 
4-0 behind 4-hit pitching by 
Eddie Fisher—and the victory 
put them just 5 percentage 
points out of the American 
League lead. 
Cunningham, ironically , w’as 
hurt for hustling. It appeared 
he didn’t have a chance to 
beat out the grounder he hit 
to Angel second baseman Bib 
ly Moran in the 5th inning. 
A lot of play ers would have 
given up half way to first. 
But Cunningham, character­ 
istically , was running full tilt. 
Angel first baseman Charley 
Dees had his right foot on 
the bag and Joe stepped on 
the heel of Dees’ shoe. That 
threw Cunningham complete­ 
ly off balance and he landed 
heavily on his right shoulder, 
perhaps 10 feet past the base. 
Chicago Manager A1 Lopez 
dashed onto the field. 
“ Is 
y our head all right?” he 
ask ed Cunningham. 
“It’s my shoulder,” J oe 
said. 
“As 
soon 
as 
the doctor 
look ed at him,” Lopez said, 
“our trainer (Ed Froelich) 
came out and told me: ‘You 
just lost y our first basem an.’ 
“ Some play ers might just 
jog on a play lik e that,” Lo­ 
pez said, “but Joe was run­ 
ning as hard as he could. 
That’s the way he play s.” 
Cunningham was put on a 
plane for Chicago 
and the 
White Sox announced 
t he y 
would place him on the dis­ 
abled list and purchase first 
basemen Tom McCraw from 
their Indianapolis farm club 
in the International League. 
Cunningham, 31, batted .29 5 
and drove in 70 runs for the 
White Sox last 
y ear.

season he had play ed in 47 of 
Chicago’s 50 games and was 
hitting .258. He had 18 RBI.
